SHE IS CAPSIZBD OFF CLEVELAND. 


Six Member« of the Fam ily of Jam es 
C orrigan, O ^n er of the Veaael, 
D row ned—Story of One of 
the Snrvlvora. 


Pittsburgh, 
Pa., 
July . 9.—PitU* 
burgh’s downrtown business section 
was visited by another disastrous flre 
Saturday, the second within,a week. 
As a result four men are dead and 
six others are in hospitals suffering 
from injuries which may prove fatal. 
AÚ of the victims were firemen. 
The 
dead are John Griffin, St. Clair Craw­ 
ford, Max Batterbaugh, Stewart Burns 
and John Lewis. The fire was one of the 
moststubornand'hard to fight that the 
firemen have had to contend with for 
years. Its origin was in the basement 
of T. G. Evans & Co.’s china and glass­ 
ware establishment On Fifth avenue, 
between Wood and Market 
streets. 
About 5:30 p. m., when 
all 
danger 
seemed to have passed, ten members of 
engine companies 4 and 11 were work­ 
ing on the second floor knee deep in 
water. 
It appears that the weight of 
the w’ater, with the already heavy bur­ 
den the floor was carrying in the shape 
of big jeweler’s safes of Goddard, Hill 
& Co., was too mud), and it gave w-ay. 
In its plunge down it 
dragged 
the 
third floor along with it clear to the 
cellar. The firemen were buried under 
the debris.

not come out. She may have been ren­ 
dered Incapable of action by fear and 
knowledge of Impending doom. 
An ef­ 
fort was made to take the Infant daugh­ 
ter of Mrs. Reilly out, but Mrs. Reilly 
would not let the child go.” 


The mate said It was realized that 
nothing could be done to save those in 
the cabin and that attention was turned 
to saving those on deck. The latter, out­ 
side of her captain, mate and crew, were 
Mrs. Jam es Corrigan and her daughter. 
Miss Etta Corrigan. 
"The captain, myself and some of th« 
crew tried to get Mrs. Corrigan and her 
daughter up on the cross trees In th© 
rigging, but the heavy seas washed us 
all overboard.

Boat W as W idely Know n. 


The Idler was launched in 1S& at New 
Haven. Conn., belnir buUt originally for 
S. J. Colgate, who intended to use the 
yacht for racing as well as cruising pur­ 
poses, and for several years spent the 
yachting season In southern waters. 
It 
was 106 feet over all. being 96 feet on 
the water line and 22 feet beam. 
Its 
tonnage was 191.26. June 14, 1870, the Idler 
became the most famous yacht In Amer­ 
ican waters and was known all over the 
yachting world for winning and defend­ 
ing the American cup. Eleven schooners 
took part in the race and the Idler ran 
away from the fleet and won easily. Aft* 
er that the Idler rested on its laurels 
and for a few seasons was used mainly 
for cruising purposes on the coast. 
In 
1176 Colgate again raced the yacht in 
several regattas, the most famous 
ol 
which wap the races for the Brenton reef 
cup, which the yacht won. and the fol­ 
lowing year in Beptember the Idler won 
the Cape May race cup. defeating a large 
number of yachts. In U82 A. J. i^sher. 
of the Cbtoaco Yacht club, purchased 
the schooner and brought It to Chisago, 
where it became the best known of al3 
yachts on the lake, and for a time wai 


were put out of service, l'ho roof was 
olown olY the Israel block, Rosenbaum 
& Speyer’s dry goods store was flooded

Im portant D iacorerr C la im ed by m. 
C olorado Explorer In N ew 
Mexico. 


Capt. Cecil A. Deane, of the Denver 
State Tlistorical socletj', lately spent 
two weeks near Gallup, N. M., looking 
for a sandstone house partially cov­ 
ered bj' a bed of lava. 
This, says a 
Denver exchange, he failed to find, but 
he discovered other evidence of the 
presence of man in that locality dur­ 
ing the tertiary period. Near the given 
site of the elusive stone house they 
came upon the site of an old lake cov- 
ired with lava. 
Fifty feet above the 
original level of the vanished lake a 
cliff house was found. Prora this long 
uutenanted abode the explorers took 
two bushels of calcined corn, which, 
however, had not come into contact 
with any burning substance. I t was of 
an altogether different variety from 
the corn th at is and has been used by 
the Indians. Over the corn was a layer 
of chipped stone reddened by Intense 
heat from the lava bed of solidified de­ 
bris which lay above the burnt rock. 


In the house in which the corn was 
stored there were no weapons or uten­ 
sils made of lava. On the other hand, 
such weajions and utensils were plenti­ 
ful in the cliff dwelling at a lower level. 
These 
facts 
have convinced 
Capt. 
Deane that the region was inhabited 
before and after the lava flow, which 
is of tlie later tertiary period. 


Before an immense congregation In 
the St. Joseph Methodist church last 
evening Rev. James Hamilton scored 
his parishioners who refuse to feed 
tramps. Blushes of shame and looks of 
indignation passed in rapid succession 
over the faces of his listeners.

“We are under obligations to feed 
the hundreds,” declared the eloquent 
oreacher. “Feed them! Feed them, 
unthinking and Improvident though 
they be. Lord Jesus knew all about 
the selfishness of the rabble that fol­ 
lowed him only to be fed and yet he 
divided the loaves and fishes among 
them. 


“It is a terrible thing to be hungry 
no matter from what cause. Better 
feed 99 unworthy than to fall to feed 
the one who Is worthy. 


“A far better reason so far as we are 
concerned Is that It Is only by so doing 
that we ourselves can be saved from 
being heartless and cruel. For our 
own sakes then we must relieve their 
wants. 


“Did you ever think of the effect on 
your own character of saying ‘no’ to 
appeals of this kind?” 


The minister paused a moment and 
looked scannlngly into the face of every 
one in the congregation. Tnen 
low 
and slowly he answered bis ovrn ques 
tlon. 


“No, then look in the glass the next 
time after you have refused to feed 
tramp and see if the benignity of God 
is in the countenance. Your face will 
be covered with hard lines—you will 
look cruel and harsh. 
Better be im­ 
posed upon a thousand times than to 
suffer this. 


‘ Feed them that you may have an 
opportunity to minister to them spirit­ 
ually. 
You can’t well talk to a man 
when you have refused him food. 
Christ, himself, observed this order. 
He fed them first then rebuked their 
selfishness and sin. 


“But, my friends, while feeding the 
hungry we must guard against pauper­ 
izing tne objects of our charity. Jesus 
did this by sternly rebuking the mendi­ 
cant spirit of the multitude that sought 
loaves and fishes. The true law Is to 
relieve hunger when it is pressing and 
imperative, but to rebuke the mendi 
cant spirit that would follow, flatter 
and fawn upon for the sake of being 
fed. 
Hence never feed a man who is 
able to work until he has earned it by 
his own effort. Put yourself out, in 
stead, in order to find him something 
to do.” 


During the course of bis sermon Rev 
Hamilton referred to his mother who 
died with a happy smile on her face 
He attributed the smile to the fact 
that she had never turned a person un 
fed from her door.

troops were much disheartened by 
their losses, and that the Boxers claim 
their mystic powers have been broken 
by the foreigners, and that they dare 
not approach the legations. It is fur­ 
ther asserted that the foreigners at 
Peking ought to be able to holtl out for 
a long time, as they have suilicient food 
and ammunition. 


JHore H opeful Feellniv* 
Washington, July 9.—A 
slightly 
more hopeful feeling for the safety of 
the legationers in Peking is apparent 
in olliclai circles. 
The hope is not 
founded on any 
oflReial 
dispatches 
which have reached the state d**part- 
ment, as notliing was received during 
Bunday from the consular representa­ 
tives of the United States in China. 
The cumulative statements, however, 
which are daily printed from various 
portions of the empire reporting the 
diplomatic corps with the exception 
of the German minister as safe up to 
within certain specified time, together 
with the absence of any corroborative 
proof of their murder, is partially re- 
eponsible for the slight hope which 
prevails th a t they (the ministers) are 
yet alive. The atatem ents purporting 
to come from Sir Robert H art, the 
English Chinese inspector of customs, 
are regarded aa the best information 
which has been received.

Kansas City, Mo., July 9.—^Practical 
fusion between the poijulist and demo­ 
cratic parties on the presidential tick­ 
ets has been decided upon by the pop­ 
ulist national committee. Unless pres­ 
ent plans are changed, however, the 
democratic vice presidential candidate 
will not be indorsed, whether or not 
Charles A. Towne decides to withdraw 
his name as the candidate of the pox)- 
nlist party, as this, it is feared, would 
result in a large defection to the mid^- 
dle-of-the-road populists. 


In case Mr. Towne decidies to with­ 
draw his name as the vice presidential 
candidate of the populist party the na­ 
tional committee will select another 
candidate. The sentiment apparently 
is against the indorsement of Mr. Ste­ 
venson on account of the peculiar con­ 
ditions existing in several of the west­ 
ern states, notably Kansas, Nebraska 
and South Dakota, where the populist 
vote is larger than the democratic and 
where the populist leaders fear 
the 
sfcraight indorsement of the democrat­ 
ic ticket would jeopardize the success 
of the ticket. 
But the parties will' 
work together in this way in the 
states where the populist strength is 
the greater, the understanding being 
that the electors on both tickets shall 
favor Bryan and Tow'ue. This will ap­ 
ply especially to the w’estern states. 
In the eastern states and other sec­ 
tions, where the popull8t.s admit their 
party is distasteful to the democrats, 
the electoral tickets %vlll be for Bryan 
and Stevenson. 


in the electoral college, according to 
the general plan as outlined, it is the 
intention to unite the vote, probably 
on Mr. Stevenson. This general plan 
was outlined at the meeting of the 
populist national committee which 
was held Friday night at the close of 
the meeting between the conference 
committees of the democrats, populist 
and silver republican parties, and 
which adjourned early Saturday after 
a protracted debate.

The memorial Is unlike any other In 
the grounds and attracts attention be­ 
cause of its simplicity and appropri­ 
ateness. It is a rude, old-fashioned an­ 
chor, which was not made for the pur­ 
pose of marking the last resting place 
of the 1Ö3 men whose bficlies weio re­ 
covered from the foul water in front 
of Havana. 
It was made about 100 
years ago, did acrvice and was recov­ 
ered from the waters of Boston har­ 
bor. Tlxe crossbar is of wood and atands 
ten feet in the air. The bronze tablet 
in the center of the cross bean thiain> 
scrlption: 


*‘U. S, 8. Maine, blown up February 
15, 1898. Here II© the remains of 163 
men of the Maine’s crew, brought from 
Havana, Cuba.
